N official communiqué broad-. 


cast by Vichy radio yester- 
day said that the Governor- 
General of Madagascar had 
decided to defend the island ‘‘ to 
the extreme limit,” and that the 
British terms of surrender 
‘‘appedred to be. unacceptable to 
such an extent’’ that they could 
not be considered. . 

The French Government announced 
that the British terms for an 
armistice had betn rejected by M. 
Annet, the Governor-General, and 
that French resistance would be 
continued. The General Secretariat 
for the Colonies announced that M. 
Annet approached the British 
Government with a view to ‘‘negotia- 
tions for a cessation of hostilities in 
order to end further bloodshed.”’ 
The British Government’s demand 
appeared sb entirely unacceptable 
that this solution could not be taken. 

“ The Governor-General decided to. 
continue the: defence of the island 
to the utmost limit. 
therefore, warned against reports 
from foreign sources on this subject. 
The British have only advanced 170 
kilometres (100 miles). ‘‘ Whatever 
the disproportion of the forces and 
means at our disposal, all measures 
have heen taken to continue the 
struggie.’’— (Reuter. ) 

A Reuter telegram from Berlin last 
night said that fighting wag still 
going on in Madagascar early yester- 
day, according to a Vichy despatch. 
British forces advancing inland are 
stated to have reached Mahadsinjo, 
about 170 miles from Antananarivo, 
the capital, after overcoming French 
resistance.

OUICKENED BY WAR 
INTEREST IN .RELIGION 


The Cathceiic newspapers in Great 
Britain could sell more than three 
times as many papers as they are 
able to print under war-time condi- 
tions, said Count Michael. de la 
Bedoyere, the historian, authority on 
international affairs, and editor of 
the Catholic Herald, in.an interview 
when he arrived at the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

He is to lecture on Sunday on 
““Phe Catholic Citizen. in the Post- 
War World,” under the auspices of 
the Catholic Association of Inter- 
national Relations. } | 

“One out of every ten: letters 
reaching me, as editor of the 
Catholic Herald, are from nor- 
Catholics,” he said. ‘‘ They seem to 
like the way approaches to certain 
political, social and civic problems 
are treated in the light of general 
Christianity, instead of Catholicism.’’ 
He thought war conditions in Eng- 


religion, but it was more in its 
emotional side than in its funda- 
mentals. 

He spoke in favour of. the estab- 
lishment, in Christian countries, of a 
Christian Council of Action. This 
would have branches in every parish, 
and would have represefitatives of ll 
Christian religions. Its purpose would 
be to influence the country’s Parlia- 
mentary representatives and keep 
politics firmly: based on the essential 
principles of Christianity.

GERMAN REPORTS 


LONDON, Thorsday.—A German 
High Command broadcast to-night 
said :—‘‘ Every street. everv house, 
and even every heap of rubbish at 
Stalingrad is being contested hy the 
Russians. Stubborn street fighting 
in the interior of the town con- 
tinued all yesterday. The Russians 
attempted in vain to break the 
choking loop of the German attack, 
and all Soviet counter-attacks were 
repelled. Ground was wrested from 
the Soviet troops step by step. and 
mopping-up of the town districts 
was successfully continued. (One 
of the German motorised divisions 
has brought in since June 21,000 
prisoners and destroyed 160 tanks. 
281 guns, 42 anti-tank guns, 600 
anti-tank rifles, 71 flame-throwers 
and 85 aircraft.’’—(Reuter.) 


NO BREAK THROUGH 
MOSCOW, Thursday Night—

LONDON, Friday.—Vichy Radio 
to-night said that the Germans had 
enetrated into half of Stalingrad. 
They are infiltrating from the west 
and north-west, and street fighting 
is becoming even fiercer, it was 
stated. To the north of Stalingrad 
Marshal von Bock is on the de- 
fensive, having to cope with in- 
cessant Soviet attacks. Soviet 
reinforcements are streaming down 
from the north, and, . protected by 
a terrific artillery barrage, are 
thrown against the German buttress 
between the Don and the Volga. So 
far the Russian forces have not 
effected a break-through.— (Reuter. ) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Thursday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: ' During 
September 17 our troops fought 
fierce engagements with the enemy 
on the north-western outskirts of 
Stalingrad and the area of Mozdok. 
Fierce fighting took place on the 
north-west outskirts of Stalingrad.

ARMS DUMP NEAR 
BELFAST 
FIVE MEN FOR TRIAL 


STRONG police guard, armed 
with rifles, | surrounded 
Lisburn Police Court, Co. Antrim, 
yesterday, when six men were 
charged in connection with the dis- 
covery of a dump of arms at 
Hannahstown, near Belfast, last 
month, Exhibits included machine- 
guns, revolvers and ammunition, 
hand grenades, bombs and 
gelignite. 

One of the accused men, James 
McCaffrey (20), of Budore, Dun- 
drod, Co. Antrim, was discharged. 
The other five accused men were his 
two brothers, John Reid McCaffrey 
(28) and Francis McCaffrey (33); 
Charles Peter McDowell, of College 
square, North, Belfast; Edward 
Jordan and Henry Jordan, both of 
Budore, Dundrod. i 

Thev were charged with having, 
on August 31, in their possession, 
or under their control, firearms and 
ammunition with intent to endanger 
life or cause serious damage to pro- 
perty, or to enable other persons to 
do so A further charge was hav- 
ing in their possession, or under 
their control, machine-guns, gren- 
ades, detonators, ammunition and 
other explosives for an unlawful 
purpose 

Inspector Moffett. said he heard a 
shot during the search, and saw two 
of his men and two civilians, one of 
whom, McDowell,. was standing with 
bis hands up. The other man was 
badly wounded. Beside him lay a 
Thompson machine-gun with a car- 
tridge jammed in the breach. On 
the premises were a number of 
machine-guns and other weapons, 
and notepaper. Hidden under straw 
were 8,616 rounds of .306 ammuni- 
tion, 160 sticks of gelignite, gun- 
powdef, and a tear gas shell. 

A police sergeant said that he 
searched the farm premises of Henry 
sJordan, and found the sticks of 
gelignite and other explosives, three 
complete Lewis guns, 89 hand 
grenades, one Thompson machine 
gun, and six glass jars containing 
804 rounds of ammunition. 

Detective. Head Constable .J. “J. 
Murphy said that when he told 
Henry Jordan in hospital of the find- 
ing of the arms, Jordan said: ‘‘I 
know “absolutely eT about iti” 
Edward Jordan said at Belfast Police 
Office: “I take full responsibility 
for all that stuff that was found in 
or about the house. All the stuff 
came on Sunday night last by a 
number of men, none of whom I 
knew but one. @ don’t wish to give 
his name. [I am in no illegal 
Organisation, and I was never a 
member of one. 

All five men were returned for 
trial to the Northern Ireland Winter 
Assizes — John and Francis 
McCaffrey, Edward Jordan, and 
McDowell in custody. Henry 
Jordan was granted bail, himself in 
£500, with two sureties of £250, so 
that he may have an operation for 
duodenal ulcer. 


RED CROSS UNIFORMS 
COUPONS NOT NEEDED

uniforms. 

This was announced by the hon. 
secretary, Mrs. T. Barry, at a meet- 
ing yesterday of the Cork County 
Executive of the Irish Red (Cross 
Society. She explained that the 
Society had reached an arrangement 
with the Department of Supplies, 
under which their divisional director, 
Dr. P. F. O'Connor, now had 
authority to sign what was a coupon- 
equivalent licence fcr materials for 
uniform “and equipment, to be 
purchased from specified firms. 

The Society has its own material 
for men’s and women’s dress 
uniforms—serge for uniforms and 
melton for overcoats—all bought 
before the introduction of the coupon 
system, Mr. M. MacNamara, secre- 
tary of the Society, told the /rish 
|} Times last night. ‘‘Since the 
material is ours,’’ he said, “ we can 
deliver it to any tailor, who will not 


at any time we find it necessary to 
replenish stocks of this material the 
Department of Supplies’ will allow us 
to make our arrangements direct 
with the mills.” 

In the case of linings and trim- 
mings, Mr. MacNamara said that 
was where the coupon-equivajent 
licence agreement speed. It also 
applied to the white overalls—which 
the Society did not stock, but of 
which each nurse was allowed only 
one for the period of the emergency. 
The reason for the agreement was 
that throughout -the country the 
Society gave permission to ite county 
committees to appoint loca] tailors, 
and widespread coupon confusion 
might have arisen.

Entirely new A.A. methods are 
claimed by German Radio to have 
accounted for the 39 British ‘planes 
lost on Wednesday night. The A.A. 
defences were stated to have been 
particularly reinforced. The Radio 
claimed that the British losses repre- 
sented some 25 per cent. of the total 
number of machines engaged.—

Mr. K. Caneogy, Nationalist, said 
that “the: two dominating factors 
that contribute to the general 
political atmosphere of the country 
are—first, there is installed to-day 
in the seat. of power as British 
Premier one who’ had been an in 
veterate enemy of India all his life, 
and, secondly, in India itself 
authority is‘monopolised by a set of 
reactionary diehards.”’ 

Sir - Abdul Halim Ghaznavl, 
Independent Moslem, and former 
member of the League, condemned 
Congress, but did not agree with Mr. 
Churchill regarding it as a nonentity. 
He said that the British Govern- 
ment was prone to make the same 
mistake as Gandhi and Jinnah. 
Gandhi claimed that Congress 
represented the whole of India; 
Jinnah claimed that the Moslem 
League represented the whole of 
Moélem India. 

““ Both are egregiously wrong,” he 
declared. ‘‘The demand for a 
National Government is a national 
demand. Jt is also in conformity 
with the ideals for which the United 
Nations are fighting this war.’

From Bunmore townland, in the 
same county, comes yet another 
tale—that of the Holy Well, round 
which married women walk seven 
times while they intone certain 
prayers. Tradition says that if they 
see a live fish in either the well 
itself or in the adjoining stream the 
safe birth of their next child will he 
assured. As .they complete each 
round of the well they stop before 
it, and, with a pebble,’ scratch a 
cross on a flat stone along the hase 
vf it. So often has this been done 
that the stone is now deeply grooved. 
The pebble is then cast on to a 
pile, which remains untouched 
} throughout the years. 

A magnificent megalithic tomb, a 
relic of the Bronze Age, has been 
turned into a cow-shed at Drum. 
gollagh, Co. Mayo, according to a 
surveyor. It has been roofed over 
by thatch. Other discoveries were 
tie Rolling Stone of Stamullen, Co.
